Sing unto the Lord, O ye saints of his, 
and give thanks at the remembrance of his 
holiness. 
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For his anger endureth but a moment, 
but his favor for life ; 

Weeping may endure for a night, but 
joy Cometh in the morning. 

Hear, O Lord, and have mercy upon me : 
Lord, be thou my helper. 

O Lord my God, I will give thanks unto 
thee for ever.

He that slandereth not with his tongue, 
nor doeth evil to his neighbor, and uttereth 
no reproach against his neighbor. 

In whose eyes a vile person is con- 
temned; but he honoreth them that fear 
the Lord. He that sweareth to his own 
hurt, and changeth not. 

He that putteth not out his money to 
usury, nor taketh a bribe against the 
innocent. 
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He that doeth these things shall never 
fall. 



Psalm xxxvii. 

FRET not thyself because of evil doers, 
neither be thou envious of those who 
work iniquity. 

For they shall soon be cut down like the 
grass, and wither as the green herb.

IT When the Persons to be married are assembled 
with their friends^ and are standing before the 
Minister^ the woman at the left hand of the 
man^ the Minister shall say to the congregation : 

DEARLY beloved, we are gathered to- 
gether here in the sight of God, and 
in the face of this company, to join this 
man and this woman in the holy bonds of 
matrimony; this is an estate ordained of 
God, and therefore is not by any to be 
entered upon lightly or unadvisedly; but 
reverently, discreetly, soberly, and in the 
fear of God. Into this holy estate these 
two persons now desire to enter. If any 
man can show just cause why they may 
not lawfully be joined together, let him

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now speak, or else hereafter forever hold 
his peace. 

^TAen, also, speaking to the Persons who are to 
be married, he may say : 

1 REQUIRE and charge you both, that, 
if either of you know any impediment 
why ye may not be lawfully united in mat- 
rimony, ye do now confess it. For be ye 
well assured that so many as are joined 
together otherwise than God's word doth 
allow, are not joined together by God, 
neither is their marriage lawful. 

^If no impediment be alleged, then shall the Min- 
ister say unto the man, addressing him by his 
Christian name: 

M., wilt thou have this woman to be thy 
wedded wife, to live together after God's 
ordinance, in the holy estate of matrimony ? 
Wilt thou love her, comfort her, honor and 
keep her, in sickness and in health, in 
sorrow and in joy ; and, forsaking all other, 
keep thee only unto her, so long as ye 
both shall live ? 

^The Man shall answer : 

I will. 
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^TAm shall the Minister say unto the Woman ^ 
addressing her by her Christian name: 

N., wilt thou have this man to be thy 
wedded husband, to live together after 
God's ordinance, in the holy estate of mat- 
rimony ? Wilt thou love him, comfort 
him, honor and keep him, in sickness and 
in health, in sorrow and in joy; and, for- 
saking all other, keep |^ only unto him, 
so long as ye both shall live ? 

^The Woman shall answer : 

I will. 

^Then shall the Minister say : 

Who giveth this woman to be married 
to this man ? 

\Then the Minister^ receiving the Woman at her 
Father^ s hands ^ shall cause the Man ^ with right 
handy to take the Woman by her right hand, 
and to say after him as follows : 

I, M., take thee, N., to my wedded wife,

liTAen shall the Woman likewise say after the

T RECKON that the sufferings of the 
A present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall be 
revealed to us.

And I heard 
a great voice out of heaven saying, Behold 
the tabernacle of God is with men, and he 
shall dwell with them, and they shall be 
his people, and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God. And God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes; and 
there shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be 
any more pain : for the former things have 
passed away.
